SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Epping: 
The Superintending School Committee for the year 1868 respectfully 
submits the following report:

In the First District, the teacher was earnest, faithful and thorough 
in her instruction. The school was frequently visited, and the larger 
or higher classes were often examined in the various branches they 
were pursuing. They usually answered promptly and correctly, 
showing not merely a routine knowledge, but a clear and definite un- 
derstanding of principle. 

In the Second, Third and Fourth Districts, the schools were small, 
consequently there was not so much interest and enthusiasm among 
the scholars; still their examinations exhibited a very fair degree of 
progress. 

The Fifth District labors under the disadvantage of a room too 
small for the number of scholars, yet under the energetic and persist- 
ent efforts of a good teacher, there was a commendable degree of 
proficiency. ; 

In the Sixth District, there was a well-governed and thoroughly- 
taught school as any in town. 

The teacher first employed in the Seventh District was obliged to 
leave on account of ill health. The Prudential Committee was for- 
tunate in securing the services of anable and experienced instructress, 
under whose charge there was satisfactory improvement. 

Inthe Eighth District, the most prominent characteristic was its 
thorough discipline. The closing examination showed that the 
scholars had well remembered the lessons they had learned.

You have this year, in addition to the literary fund, raised and ex- 
pended the sum of $967 09, for the support of your town schools; do 
they give you ‘“‘credit” for such a generous outlay? Have you madea 
certain, safe and actual investment of this sum, which will inthe future 
yield you a handsome per centage annually, or has it been expended 
in discharging some incidental expenditures for which vou have little 
or nothing to show? Will yeu for a monent consider these questions 
and ascertain whether or not, fully one third at least of this sum, has 
been actually thrown away? Look at the reports of your teachers as 
embodied in the preceding table, and see what answers you obtain. — 
The whole number of scholars reported attending school during both 
summer and winter terms, is four hundred and seventy-six. The aver- 
age attendance is three hundred and seventy-two, nearly one-fourth 
less; so about one-fourth of all the scholars in town were absent from 
our schools. In addition to this, there are five hundred and thirty 
instances of tardiness, and two hundred and forty-three instances of 
dismissal. These facts, taken in connection with that general 
indifference, and almost total apathy manifested by most of the 
parents in not visiting the schools, and otherwise affording that moral 
support and encouragement due a teacher, clearly demonstrates that 
at least, one-third of your money is needlessly lost. Irregularity of at- 
tendance is the great evil of the schools of this town. Not only the 
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scholar who is absent suffers, but an injury is inflicted upon the whole 
school. The remedy is with guardians and parents; will they apply it, 
or shall your schools continue to endure this great impediment to their 
advancement? Some of you will go a long distance to attend a ‘Fair” 
and are often exceedingly interestedin examining whatare termed ‘‘fine 
specimens of stock;” will closely scrutinize a well developed ox, and go 
jnto ecstacies ever horse trots; how many go tothe place where their 
children acquire the. radiments of that education and those habits of 
application which are calculated to fit them for the responsible duties 
of life. All the efforts of your best teachers to form correctly the mind 
and heart of your children, will be comparatively lost unless met by 
corresponding efforts on your part. 

The school houses in Districts Nos. 2 and 4 are antiquated, and in 
No. 5 too small to accommodate the scholars. The residents in said 
districts are doubtless aware of these facts. It is sincerely hoped that 
the time is not far distant, when they will be exchanged for houses 
more comfortable and convenient. Most of our school houses are 
poorly supplied with apparatus or furniture, a globe, a set of out-line 
yiaps, a dictionary, and black boards enough to accommodate the 
la:gest class, should be in every school room. A very small amount 
of money would procure these necessities, and it would repay the dis- 
trict four-fold. 

There is no necessity for a continual change of school books; uni- 
formity however is desirable. There were four different text-books 
in geography in some of our school districts, thus requiring as many 
different classes. Guyot’s series of geography have been introduced 
the past year, and are now used throughout the town. . 

It is obvious to every one of ordinary intelligence, that it is for the 
interest of Districts Nos. 1 and 8 tu unite and forma graded school.— 
A union can be effected by a vote of the respective districts, and it 
does not necessarily require any additional expense, since one school 
room can be used fur the primary, and the other for the higher school. 
Will not the legal voters of these districts consult their interests, and 
allow the scholars the benefit of a graded school? ‘ 

Prudential committees should call their school meetings as early as 

*the law will admit, in order to give their successors an opportunity to 
secure the best teachers—and none but the best shou’d be employed. 
Good teachers hardly ever apply for a school; they are usually known 
and secured early; andthe committee who waits for an application 
will very likely get an,ordinary or poor teacher. 

None but your best men should be elected to the office of Prudential 
Committee; those who are competent and will discharge their duties 
according to law, Chap. 81, Sec. 15 of the General Statutes of N. H.— 
‘“Every teacher, at the close of his school and at the end of each term 
thereof, shall make a return of such register or record to the School 
Committee of the town, who shall give to him a certificate thereof; and 
no teacher shall receive payment for his services until such certificate is 
produced and delivered to the Prudzntial Committee.”
